Cou n ty Clerk John Stou ffer said today this 
y ear’s tax bills bein g compu ted will in crease 
by at least $1 for each $100 in assessed v alu a­ 
tion for those person s residin g within the Dix ­ 
on School District an d those cou n ty tax pay ers 
liv in g ou tside the school district can look for- 
war to abou t a 15-cen t in crease. 
Stou ffer m ade the prediction after receiv ­ 
in g a state m u ltiplier from the Departmen t of 
Local Gov ern men t Affairs an d. althou g h the 
rate of .9 709 is the sam e as last y ear’s, the in ­ 
crease comes from local tax in g bodies, Stou f­ 
fer said. 


Stou ffer wou ld n ot say whether tax bills 
/^ ou ld be on time this y ear—“we’re already 
two weeks behin d in receiv in g ou r m u ltipli­ 
er.’’ 
The state fig u re is applied ag ain st the as­ 
sessed v alu ation of the cou n ty in compu tin g 
the tax rate. 
An other factor which cou ld con tribu te to 
late tax bills is “ou r depen den ce on other 
cou n ties’ rates in compu tin g ou r rate,” Stou f­ 
fer said. “Prin cipally , 
Salle Cou n ty has 
been a trou ble spot for u s,” he said in ex plain ­ 
in g » baf ov erlappin g town ships between the 


two cou n ties, for tax in g pu rposes, requ ire La 
Salle’s mu ltiplier to fig u re the Lee Cou n ty 
rate.

Cambodian aid plan jolted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Ford adm in istration ’s efforts to 
g ain addition al U.S. m ilitary 
aid for the falterin g g ov ern ­ 
m en t of Cambodia su ffered m a­ 
jor setbacks today in the Hou se 
an d Sen ate. 
The

Democratic 
Cau cu s v oted ov erwhelmin g ly 
to reject addition al aid, ju st as 
Hou se 
Dem ocrats 
did 
on 
Wedn esday . 
An d the Hou se Foreig n Af­ 
fairs Committee v oted 18 to 15 
to reject a compromise propos­ 
al to prov ide $82.5 million in 
emerg en cy m ilitary aid to the 
Cambodian g ov ern men t. 
Foreig n Affairs Committee 
Chairman Thomas E. Morg an , 
D-Pa., promised addition al ef­ 
forts to g ain comm ittee approv ­ 
al for at least some aid mon ey . 
Bu t Morg an said he dou bted 
the efforts wou ld su cceed. 
At the White Hou se, Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said: 


“The Presiden t is terribly dis­ 
appoin ted.” 
Bu t Nessen said White Hou se 
officials “don ’t g et the feelin g 
that this is the fin al parlia­ 
m en tary mov e.” 
Sen . Alan Cran ston of Califor­ 
n ia said the Sen ate Democratic 
Clau cu s v oted 38 to 5 ag ain st 
prov idin g fu rther m ilitary aid 
to Cambodia an d 34 to 6 ag ain st 
approv in g an y su pplemen tal 
m ilitary fu n ds for the fiscal 
y ear which en ds Ju n e 30. 
The latter motion wou ld also 
ru le ou t addition al fu n ds for 
Sou th Vietn am, which the ad­ 
m in istration has requ ested. 
Rep. Pierre S. du Pon t, R- 
Del., an n ou n ced after the For­ 
eig n Affairs Committee v ote 
that he wou ld ask the com ­ 
m ittee

ag ain st prov idin g an y addition ­ 
al fu n ds to Cambodia. 
Du Pon t an d Chairman Lee 
H. Hamilton , D-In d., of the su b­ 


com mittee that 
drafted the 
$82.5 million proposal, told the 
Foreig n Affairs Committee the 
mon ey wou ld hav e been con di­ 
tion al on specific steps to en d 
the fig htin g in Cambodia. 
The 189 v otes in the Hou se 
Democratic cau cu s ag ain st fu r­ 
ther aid cau sed dou bts to arise 
abou t chan ces for con g ression al 
approv al of an y kin d of mili­ 
tary assistan ce to Cambodia. 
The tally was on ly 28 v otes 
short of an absolu te Hou se m a­ 
jority of 217, an d Hou se sou rces 
specu lated there were en ou g h 
an tiaid v otes amon g the 51 
Dem ocrats absen t from the 
n on bin din g cau cu s v ote to as­ 
su re rejection of an y aid, if the 
issu e reaches the Hou se floor. 
Presiden t Ford has asked 
Chn g ress for $222 million in ad­ 
dition al military aid to Cam­ 
bodia to help the g ov ern men t 
stav e off in su rg en t forces be-

The $275 million in military 
aid already au thorized by Con ­ 
g ress for Cambodia this fiscal 
y ear has been ex hau sted.

Tlie tax -writin g S ^ a te F i­ 
n an ce Committee beg an writin g 
its v ersion of the bill this m orn ­ 
in g . Sen . Ru ssell B. Lon g , D- 
La., the chairm an , said he will 
su pport a 130-billion tax cu t, al­ 
most dou ble the amou n t recom ­ 
men ded by Presiden t Ford. 
The Presiden t’s press secre­ 
tary , Ron Nessen , told report­ 
ers that Ford wan ted to rem in d 
them of the Sen ate’s holiday 
plan s an d to reiterate his v iew 
that tim e is g rowin g ^ o rt for 
action on tax es.

co u ntry h as pu mped into th at small 
land . 
Bu t Vietnam is impo rtant to th e 
United States fo r a far d ifferent rea­ 
so n. We h av e, co nsistently , wh eth er 
in Eu ro pe, th e Mid d le East o r Asia, 
attempted to insu re th at no co u ntry 
take o v er ano th er by fo rce. We 
fo u gh t to prev ent Hitler’s inv asio n o f 
Ru ssia, and h is attempts o n Eng­ 
land . We h alted To jo ’s inv asio n o f 
.Ch ina and Ind o ch ina. We blo cked 
¡Britain, France and Israel wh en 
¡th ey u nited to inv ad e Egy pt d u ring 
th e Su ez Canal crisis. 
Fo r th at same principle, many 
•Americans want to make certain Is- 
¡rael d o es no t go u nd er o r th at it per­ 
manently retain parts o f Egy pt, Sy - 
•ria and Jo rd an. It is no t th at th is tiny 
co u ntry is o f strategic impo rtance to 
th e United States. Ou r eco no mic in­ 
terests o bv io u sly are mu ch mo re 
clo sely tied with Arab land s, wh ere 
• we also h av e clo se h isto rical ties. 
• Bu t fo r reaso ns o u tlined abo v e, it is 
in o u r interest to wo rk fo r th e mili- 
• tary secu rity o f bo th Israel and th e 


Arab natio ns, ev en th o se we regard 
as u nfriend ly . Oth erwise we liv e in a 
ju ngle. 
Vietnam, as a principle, h as th at 
same impo rtance. 
We d o no t argu e with su ch v eh e­ 
mence against assistance to Israel 
ev en th o u gh it may , in th e end , and 
as a resu lt o f th e Arab jack-u p o f o il 
prices, co st th is natio n mo re in d o l­ 
lars th an th e Vietnam war. And it 
will entail many y ears o f su ffering 
fo r th e po o rer families o f th is co u n­ 
try . 
No o ne no w kno ws h o w to prev ent 
natio ns fro m inv ad ing o th er co u n­ 
tries, o r kno ws fo r su re wh at effects 
co nqu ering h as o n neigh bo rs and th e 
rest o f th e wo rld . Bu t it wo u ld seem 
lo gical to assu me th at if inv asio ns 
d id no t pay o ff, th ere wo u ld be fewer 
attempts and th erefo re, a mo re 
peacefu l wo rld . 
We h ire po lice to pro tect th e 
h o mes o f o u r neigh bo rs o n th e th eo ry 
th is pro tects o u r o wn as well. Men 
will argu e lo gically th at we canno t 
be th e po licemen o f th e wo rld . Bu t in 
a wo rld wh ere th ere are no po lice, d o 
we fo ld o u r arms and lo o k th e o th er 
way ? Do es any wie believ e we are 
stro ng eno u gh to be immu ne to wh at 
h appens o n o th er co ntinents? Th e o il 
embargo and price h ikes h av e 
sh o wn u s we are no t. 
Th e o il cartel will fall apart so me 
d ay . Bu t we sh all no t be ind epend ­ 
ent, nev erth eless. We sh all no t in o u r 
lifetime be self-su fficient in ener­ 
gy —o r in a h o st o f o th er essential re­ 
so u rces. 


Th is is no t to argu e fo r all th e 
arms Presid ent Fo rd is asking fo r 
Vietnam and Cambo d ia. It is d iffi­ 
cu lt, in fact, to kno w h o w effectiv e 
o u r aid is. Rath er, it is to say we 
h av e a co ntinu ing impo rtant na­ 
tio nal interest in Vietnam, Can- 
bo d ia, Lao s and Th ailand . 
My Vietnamese so u rces say th at 
mo re impo rtant th an th e amo u nt o f 
mo ney sent th em is a co ntinu ing as­ 
su rance th is co u ntry will no t let 
th em d o wn. Th eir belief in u s is nec­ 
essary if th ey are no t to giv e u p 
h o pe.

times, Russell Nelson lives out­ 
side the prison now. 
But he and his wife, a 34-year- 
old former Catholic nun, are not 
completely free—their lives are 
often haunted by the shadow of 
his past. 
Still, Nelson says that their 
“ is a success story, a love 
story.” 
They expect a child in June. 
Sixteen years ago, when Nel­ 
son was 30, he and Federick 
Martineau, then 33, were con­ 
victed in the murder-for-hire 
killing of Maurice Gagnon, a 
Lincoln, R .I., plastics manu­ 
facturer whose body was found 
in a Nashua parking lot. 
They were sentenced to hang. 
Until they were paroled in 
1973, they beat death 13 times 
with stays of execution. 
When the U.S. Supreme Court 
overturned the death penalty, 
they were re-sentenced to life in 
prison and became eligible for 
parole. 
They have steadfastly main­ 
tained their innocence. 
Their release from the New 
Hampshire State Prison in Con­ 
cord, where they were model 
inmates, was challenged by 
con servative Gov. M eldrim 
Thomson. 
The release swirled in contro­ 
versy that saw Martineau re­ 
turned to prison for a time. 
Now, M artineau lives and 
works in Manchester. 
The Nelsons now live in Chi­ 
chester in a small, modestly 
furnished house, next to a serv­ 
ice station. 
Nelson is the head teacher of 
the Second Star adult education 
program in Concord. 
Nelson 
m arried 
P a tric ia 
Knight in June, an event which 
had to be approved by the state 
parole board. 
“ Our paths were a million 
miles apart,” Nelson says, "yet 
they crossed. Here I was a 
backstreet 
kid 
from 
Pro vi­ 
dence, son of a typical Irish 
cop, and she had been a nun.” 
They met in the prison’s dra­ 
ma class when she was a volun­ 
teer teacher in an adult educa­ 
tion program for inmates. 
“ Oddly enough,” Mrs. Nelson 
says with a laugh, “ 1 spent 
about the same time in the con­ 
vent as he did in prison.” 
But the former Sister P a tri­ 
cia of the Order of Sisters of 
Mercy is quick to add that 
“ there was no connection” be­ 
tween their relationship and 
her dropping out of the order. 
“ I had given to religious life 
all I could give it and it gave me 
all it could give,” she says. 
“ Yet I don’t regret for a single 
moment the time I spent in the 
convent 
or 
my 
decision 
to 
leave.” 
They try to live as ordinary 
people do but they are not free. 
Nelson does not feel free to al-

low his wife to be photographed 
“ because I don’t want her pic­ 
ture in the paper. I don’t care 
about mine.” 
And he can’t see his parents, 
who are in their 70s and live in 
Providence. “ They (the parole 
board members) told me the 
day before Thanksgiving I 
couldn’t go. They did the same 
at Christmas.” 
Nelson, a heavy-set man with 
short black hair just beginning 
to gray, looks like a slightly 
overweight ex-boxer. “ I ’m ba­ 
sically Russ Nelson. I was born 
and brought up in the city. I ’ve 
changed, 
grown 
older,” 
he 
says. 
“ When a person sees so much 
suffering, 1 mean the suffering 
of others, like in prison, and he 
can’t do something about it, it 
makes him want to help change 
things.”

on. Nelson has been speaking to 
college and church groups 
about prisons and “ what people 
can do about them.” 
Prisons, he says, ought to be 
abolished. Those who must be 
incarcerated should be put in 
community centers, half-way 
houses and psychiatric centers. 
Those that get out either 
commit suicide or return to 
prison, he adds. “ Those that 
overcome it, have done it de­ 
spite the prisons.” 
Nelson 
hopes someday 
to 
clear his name and gain a full 
pardon. 
Nelson said he would never 
admit to the guilt of a crime he 
didn’t commit. “ I wasn’t an an­ 
gel. I was a wise guy. I was 
streetwise. But why should they 
want to kill me for something I 
didn’t do? 
“ I don’t budge, I don’t buckle 
and I don’t quit.”

Another chance for LaForce auto engine

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
LaForce 
au tomobile 
engine, 
catapu lted to national attention 
and then relegated to obscu rity 
within a few months, will get a 
second chance to show whether 
it can radically improv e fu el 
economy . 
A staff report pu blished by 
the Senate Commerce Com­ 
m ittee today recommended that 
new, independent tests he con­ 
du cted on the controv ersial en­ 
gine in an effort to resolv e dis­ 
crepancies among earlier feder­ 
al, state and priv ate tests.

fied engine.

I take 
cardboard strips abou t one- 
and-a-half inches wide and six 
or eight inches long, pu nch 
holes with a paper pu nch for 
each shade of one color. Mark 
each hole with light, mediu m, 
dark, etc., and pu ll the match­ 
ing y arn halfway throu gh the 
hole. If y ou need red reach for 
the cardboard with the red 
y arns and the shades are there 
all together. The white card­ 
board from panty hose pack­ 
ages is ju st fine for these strips. 
No more tangles, no more wrong 
colors to rip ou t and the card­ 
board is free. — CLEDIA.

Research to o k 6 months 


CHICAGO (A P ) — Chemists 
for the Illinois Racing Board 
spent six months before coming 
up with a successful analysis of 
a previously untraceable drug 
which led to charges against 19 
Illinois racing figures. 
The chemical breakthrough 
combined with a relatively new 
practice of freezing urine sam­ 
ples 
led 
to 
administrative 
charges recently 
against 
18 
trainers and one veterinarian, 
the secretary for the racing 
board said Wednesday. 
The three-month Illinois in­ 
vestigation, following the chem­ 
ists’ success, is continuing on 
the assumption that the horses 
involved were doped to fix the 
outcome of races at three Il­ 
linois racing tracks, sources on 
the board said. 
Furthermore, evidence by in­ 
vestigators for the board has 
been turned over to the Cook 
County (Chicago) state’s attor­ 
ney’s office for possible presen­ 


tation to the grand jury and 
procedures which led to the 
charges will be shared with 
other states which have racing 
jurisdictions. 
Bill Masterson, secretary for 
the Illinois board, said its in­ 
vestigators 
first 
suspected 
horses were being doped when 
state 
veterinarians observed 
thoroughbreds, including some 
longhsot winners, so crippled 
shortly after racing they could 
hardly walk. 
“ They couldn’t find an ex­ 
planation and then word came 
down through the grapevine 
about a drug called apomorh- 
pine rumored to be used at oth­ 
er tracks,” Masterson said. 
Apomorphine, a derivative of 
morphine, had been used pri­ 
m arily to induce vomiting in 
some animals and humans in 
cases of overdoses of other 
drugs, 
said 
Masterson. 
In 
horses, however, the drug was 
found to serve as a stimulant, 


he said. 
Until the board’s chemists 
broke the barrier there was no 
known way to detect the sub­ 
stance in horses, he added. 
Once a successful analysis 
was found, chemists went back 
and began to test urine samples 
which had been forzen under a 
rule adopted by th board in Oc­ 
tober 1973. 
The charges were brought 
against those trainers of horses 
in which positive samples were 
found and against the veter­ 
inarian accused of adminis­ 
tering the illegal drug, Master­ 
son said. 
The full-six member board 
will rule on the validity of the 
charges and may impose life­ 
time suspensions if it upholds 
them. 
Those named also have li­ 
censes in Lousiana, Kentucky, 
Arkansas 
and 
Florida, 
said 
Masterson. 
Information about the chem­ 


ical analysis will be shared 
with those and other states who 
request it, he said. 
Illinois is the only state which 
now tests the samples of win­ 
ning horses after race 
and 
then freezes the samples for fu­ 
ture testing. Currently, theie 
are 25,000 samples on hand, 
Masterson said. 
Investigators still are testing 
frozen samples from the enitre 
1974 racing season. 
Evidence already turned up 
by 
investigators 
has 
been 
turned over to the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office for pos­ 
sible presentation to a grand 
jury. 
All the horses involved in the 
60 suspected races finished in 
the money and several were 
longshot 
winners, 
Masterson 
said. The purses totaled $140,- 
000 and the the biggest involved 
a $50,000 handicap in which the 
allegedly doped horse finished 
second, he said.

handedly helped conquer the 
most diverse industry in agri­ 
culture—poultry. 
Born 
in 
Waterloo, 
Hanke 
graduated from Waterloo High

in 
agricultural 
jour 
nalism and minoring in poultry 
husbandry. 
As a sophomore he worked as 
a news writer for the Agricul­ 
tural Journalism Department. 
By the end of his second year he 
was free-lance writing for eight 
poultry publications and w rit­ 
ing monthly features for four 
national poultry magazines and 
the Milwaukee Journal’s Sun­ 
day farm page. 
In 1926, following his gradua­ 
tion 
from

Hanke 
moved to Mt. Morris, where he 
joined the Watt Publishing Co. 
as associate editor of the Poul­ 
try Tribune. In the next 41

years, he held almost every po­ 
sition in the company while ris­ 
ing to executive vice president 
and publishing director. In this 
position, he managed the merg­ 
ers, absorption and purchases 
of many publications for Watt. 
While with Watt, he directed 
the editorial policy of the larg 
est assemblage of poultry and 
agricultural publications in ex­ 
istence. In addition, he initiated 
foreign language editions of 
American magazines and poul­ 
try publications.

At Chicago’s 1933 Century of 
Progress exhibit, Hanke’s de­ 
termination won the poultry in­ 
dustry the largest exhibit area 
of any animal species In addi­ 


tion, he directed the fund rais­ 
ing for the 1939 World’s Poultry 
Congress in C levelan d —the 
largest ever held. 
He has received more than 40 
honorary degree awards and 
citations. He’s listed in Who’s 
Who in America, the American 
Poultry Hall of Fam e and is the 
official historian of the Am eri­ 
can Poultry Historical Society. 
After retiring from Watt Pub­ 
lishing in 1967, Hanke set up an 
Agricultural Public Relations 
and Consulting Service. In this 
activity, he has conducted sev­ 
eral studies for federal agen­ 
cies. Presently, he is editorial 
director for the book “ Am eri­ 
can Poultry History.”

A greater alliance between 
home and school was the first of 
several 
proposals 
made 
by 
George Gallup to the nation’s 
school administrators during 
the annual meeting of the N a­ 
tional Association of Secondary 
School Principals. 
Gallup’s suggestion for more 
parental involvement comes on 
the heels of a recent Supreme 
Court 
decision 
requiring 
at 
least minimal due process for 
any case suspending a student 
from school. 
In five out of the six annual 
Gallup polls of public attitudes 
toward 
education, 
discipline 
has headed the list of school 
problems cited most often by 
survey respondents. 
“ Educators simply cannot do 
their job properly without the 
full and active cooperation of 
parents,” said the internation­ 
ally known analyst of public 
opinion. 
Twenty-nine per cent of the 
nation’s parents with children 
attending public school said in 
1974 that lack of discipline was 
a big problem for the school. An 


even higher percentage of the 
country’s junior and senior high 
school students (32 per cent) 
cited the same problem. 
Gallup feels that the prob­ 
lems of discipline are becoming 
even more threatening and that 
the time has come when par­ 
ents should be regarded as an 
integral part of the teaching 
team. 
G allup, addressing nearly 
11,000 school administrators at 
the conference, also proposed 
courses in moral education, a 
conservation corps for those out 
of work and out of school, a new 
emphasis on reading, compre­ 
hensive examinations to be giv­ 
en on graduation from high 
school, making the daily lesson 
more important, and schools as 
a new kind of learning center. 
Elabortaing on the school- 
home alliance, Gallup suggest­ 
ed that a teacher corps be de­ 
veloped to deal with parents 
and home problems. One in ev­ 
ery five teachers should receive 
this special training from uni­ 
versities and colleges, he be­ 
lieves.

Soys more than gasoline cut needed 


CHICAGO (AP) — A cut in 
gasoline consumption will leave 
the nation far short of its goal 
of energy independence, says 
an energy advisor to President 
Gerald Ford. 
Roger Sant, assistant admin­ 
istrator of the Federal Energy 
Administration, told a news 
conference Tuesday that a na­ 
tional conservation 
program 
must aim not only at motorists 
hut at all major power users, 
including both private industry 
and the government. 


Sant urged an increase in 
taxation 
on 
industrial 
and 
building energy use as well as 
on gasoline. 
‘‘Some in Congress apparent­ 
ly are convinced that gasoline 
is the only form of real energy 
waste but that is not true,” he 
said. ‘‘While gasoline is 39 per 
cent of total domestic petrole­ 
um used, automobiles consume 
only 29 per cent of the total — 
trucks most of the balance. Of 
the 29 per cent, only 80 per cent 
is private cars, the balance 


being trucks, buses and busi­ 
ness and government vehicles. 
‘‘Of the 80 per cent which is 
private cars, only 33 per cent is 
for social and recreation pur­ 
poses, and only 5.6 per cent is 
pleasure driving and vacation­ 
ing ” 
Sant said if the private use ot 
cars for social and fun pur­ 
poses were cut out, the saving 
would be 270,0(M) barrels a day 
“‘Of course, that is worth .sav­ 
ing but we cannot expect gaso­ 
line to bear the entire burden 


of achieving our national goal 
of saving ne^arly 1 million bar­ 
rels a day this year,” he said. 
Sant said some motorists still 
are not concerned about the 
long-term 
affects 
of 
con­ 
servation and that ‘‘only 20 to 
30 per cent of the public is 
doing 
anything.” 
In particular, he said, there 
should be more car ptxils be­ 
cause “ the problem is not the 
automobile; the problem is that 
it’s running at a ‘25 per cent 
load factor”

Fruit and nut 
industry feels 
recession blues 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
recession’s 
effects 
on 
con­ 
sumers’ wallets and processers’ 
cost sheets are taking their toll 
in the world of fruits and nuts, 
too. 
Generally, the Economic Re­ 
search Service says in its regu­ 
lar analysis of the U.S. fruit sit­ 
uation, demand is off despite 
substantially greater available 
supplies of most popular fruits 
and nuts. The crops just are 
not moving as they should, 
fresh or processed, past the 
wholesale level. 
Reason: “ Faltering general 
economic conditions around the 
world .,, declining real incomes 
of consumers ... higher whole­ 
sale prices as a result of higher 
costs for raw products, process­ 
ing and marketing that require 
motor fuels, electricity, and 
packaging materials, all up 
themselves,” 
Those higher wholesale prices 
are, of course, 
reflected in 
higher retail prices, the report 
said. The E R S predicts stability 
in the price picture for citrus 
and non-citrus fruits for the 
near future — but stability at 
levels substantially above last 
year’s. 
And, while the report con­ 
tained no specific consumption 
figures, the analysts conclude 
that many consumers simply 
must be doing without what are 
often pointed to as more nutri­ 
tious foods, especially when it 
comes to finding alternatives to 
sugar and “ treats.” 
F:isewhere in the report, agri­ 
cultural economist 
Jules 
V. 
Powell writes that from 1960 
through 1973 the production of 
domestic tree nuts nearly dou­ 
bled and the value of the crops 
more than tripled. 
Peanuts, 
walnuts and almonds each take 
up about 30 per cent of the 
market. 
Almond prices to growers for 
the 1974 crop are down, at $920 
per ton, compared with last 
year’s “ unusual” $1.490, but 
$135 above 1972 ciop averages. 
Grower return for pecans, with 
a much smaller crop, are run­ 
ning 27 per cent higher, while 
walnut production is down 11 
per cent and prices more than 
a third. 


For fruits, prices are sub­ 
stantially above last season and 
are expected to stay there, but 
the report repeatedly notes the 
efforts being made to try to 
stimulate more movement of 
the crops 
with 
stocks 
now 
building up at season’s end. 
W ASH IN G TO N (A P ) — Pro ­ 
duction of broiler chickens ap­ 
pears to be holding 
steady 
these first three months of 1975 
at a level 8 per cent below a 
year 
earlier 
— 
the 
same 
year4o-year picture seen in the 
last quarter of 1974, the Agri­ 
culture Department says after 
reviewing conditions at mid­ 
quarter. 
The analysts said broilers 
should face less competition 
this fall from -pork and turkey 
sales than they did last fall, but 
the largest supplies of lower- 
grade, cheaper beef definitely 
will cut into chicken demand. 
The continued poor profit pic­ 
ture is generally responsible for 
the steady 8 per cent decline in 
the number of broiler chicks 
placed for marketing, the re­ 
port said. But cheaper soybean 
prices in the face of little soft­ 
ening of corn costs are pre­ 
venting a further cutback in the 
chicks’ population, it said. 
Prices were up 1.9 cents from 
the year before, to 41.5 cents a 
pound in January and February 
in the weighted average of de­ 
livery prices in nine major 
cities.

CHICAGO (AP) — A plan to 
prolong the operating lives of 
Americans’ cars has been pro­ 
posed by the ailing automobile 
parts industry. 
The Motor and Equipment 
M anufacturers 
Association 
unanimously approved the plan 
Tuesday to establish an in­ 
spection program designed to 
keep automobiles, as well as 
the industry, chugging along. 
Sales in the usually lucrative 
industry, recently beset by in­ 
flation and slow car sales, have 
failed to keep pace with in­ 
flation, said William Raftery, 
executive vice president of the 
organization. 
A chief architect of the in­ 
spection plan, Raftery said that 
although sales climbed about 10 
per cent to $35 billion last year, 
industry officials fear the im­ 
pact of slumping new car sales 
during 19 75 will hit the automo­ 
tive parts business in the next 
two years. 
“Our industry is based on 
miles per gallon,” he said. 
“There’s increasing evidence 
... that 5 0 per cent of the cars 
are not functioning properly.” 
Although 41 states in the na­ 
tion have some sort of in­ 
spection 
program, 
he 
said, 
“ most states don’t have the re-

sources to sustain a long-range 
inspection program.” 
The organization, represent­ 
ing more than 700 parts manu­ 
facturers, suggested a federally 
sponsored program that would 


be funded with a gasoline tax 
of one or two cents a gallon. 
The program, which would 
include tests for emissions, 
safety and efficiency, could be 
administered by states or the 


federal government, at eacji 
state’s option, he said. 
Raftery predicted such a pro­ 
gram would conserve as much 
as a million barrels of oil each 
day.

Mortgage subsdidy program okayed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — A 
home mortgage subsidy pro­ 
gram intended to help an esti­ 
mated 400,000 prospective home 
buyers has been approved by 
the House Banking Committee. 
If 
adopted, 
the 
measure 
would reduce interest rates on 
single family homes and con­ 
dominiums to 6 or 7 per cent 
for persons who qualify under 
the bill, approved on a 2 5 to 11 
vote Tuesday. 
Currently mortgage interest 
rates are running between 8 
and 9M> oer cent. 


The subsidy program would 
be in effect through June 30, 
19 76. 
Persons eligible for the bar­ 
gain rates could earn no more 
than 12 0 per cent of the median 
income in their area, ranging 
between $15 ,000 and $18 ,5 00 in 
most cities, and could buy 
houses valued at no more than 
$38 ,000. 
However, 10 per cent of the 
funds would be earmarked to 
subsidize 
interest 
rates 
on 
houses valued up to $42 ,000 in 
the 70 cities which are consid- 


ered high cost areas. 
The subsidy program is op­ 
posed by the Ford adminis­ 
tration, and all but one Re­ 
publican on the Banking Com­ 
mittee voted against the m eas­ 
ure. The Democratic leadership 
has included emergency hous­ 
ing relief as part of its plan for 
economic revival. 


The program includes two 
methods to lower interest rates. 
Lenders such as savings and 
loan 
associations, 
mortgage 
bankers and in some cases tra- 


ditional banks would have the 
option of deciding which meth­ 
od to offer home buyers. 


Under one program the gov­ 
ernment would provide a sub­ 
sidy for a 6 per cent mortgage 
interest rate for three years. 
After that, the 6 per cent rate 
would be phased out over an­ 
other three years and then ter­ 
minated 
entirely 
after

years. Then the interest rate 
would revert to the current 
market price for the rest of the 
loan.
